Bu t ev en in that as­ 
sem blage of former Cabinet officers 
and 
special 
appointees there were indiv idu als 
whose Repu blicanism has been su spect in 
the minds of other Repu blicans. Ev en. Gen. 
Eisenhow er's Repu blicanism was regarded 
as a presu m ption by some 
members of 
the party he joined after he first had been 
sou nded ou t for a presidential nomination 
b\ the D em ocrats. 


Form er Vice President Nix on has been 
calling attention to the differences of opin­ 
ion that ex ist between him and the Kennedy 
adm inistration. New York Gov . Rockefeller 
has been keeping his v iews in the news 


su ccessfu lly , thou gh he has been preoccu ­ 
pied so fa r. this y ear with the adm inistra­ 
tion of his state. 
Sen. Goldwater, the av owed v oice of con­ 
serv atism , has been filling more speaking 
engagem ents than one man shou ld be ex ­ 
pected to endu re. Sen. Dirksen and Rep. 
Halleck—the Ev and Charlie 
team 
that 
brightens 
telev ision s 
cov erage 
of politics 
—hav e been ex pou nding their v iews. Yet, 
these men do not speak as one v oice in 
politics. Their v iews v ary . 
Bu t all their v iews are tu rning into an 
alm ost daily rem inder that the Kennedy 
adm inistration is eq u ipped now with an op­ 
position in fact as well as in name. This 
is an u npleasant reality to those who don’t 
believ e in political opposition u nless they ’re 
doing the opposing. Bu t it is a reassu ring 
reality to all who grow fearfu l that the 
priv ilege of contrary opinion may somehow 
be lost by defau lt u nless it is practiced 
v igorou sly . 


IT WILL CONTINUE to be a m isfortu ne 
that the political opposition in ou r cou ntry 
has no official position; that its spokesmen 
hav e no official standing; 
that its m em ­ 
bers hav e no method of arriv ing at policy . 
.Ideally , defeated presidential candidates 
wou ld continu e to lead their parties. They 
wou ld hav e a personal staff and finances. 
Ideally , form er presidents wou ld serv e in 
the U.S. Senate, where they cou ld gain an 
au dience withou t hav ing to speak at a ban­ 
q u et or hold « lu ncheon. 
Bu t in the absence of ideal conditions, 
the v oices of the opposition are doing the 
best 
they 
can 
to 
make 
their 
ex istence 
known and their m essage heard. The two- 
party sy stem is doing what it is su pposed 
to do—bring ou t differences of opinion on 
pu olic issu es.

PARIS 
The Univ ersity of Paris has or­ 
dered a crackdown on “ phony ” 
stu dents, m any of them A m eri­ 
cans, who register at the Sor- 
bonne each y ear to take adv ant­ 
age of special benefits and dis­ 
cou nts offered stu dents. 
M any professors and u niv ersity 
officials 
feel 
the 
frau d 
has 
reached seriou s proportions and 
is costing the gov ernment thou s­ 
ands of dollars a y ear. 
There are abou t 7 0,000 regu lar­ 
ly enrolled stu dents at the Uni­ 
v ersity of Paris or Sorbonne, in­ 
clu ding som e 10.000 foreign stu ­ 
dents, half of them Americans. 
All foreign stu dents hav e to do 
to 
enroll 
is 
prov e 
they 
hav e 
reached the French baccalau reate 
lev el in schooling. This is rou gh­ 
ly eq u al to the first two y ears of 
an A m erican college. 
F or $8, they get a 
stu dent’s 
card and can obtain a card from 
the social center that 
prov ides 
serv ices for stu dents. Tu ition is 
free 
With these two cards, the stu ­ 
dent is entitled to the following 
benefits: 
He can eat an adeq u ate m eal 
at one of II stu dent restau rants 
for 25c. The price corresponds to 
half the cost of the meal, and the 
gov ernm ent pay s for the other 
half. 
The 
stu dent 
restau rants 
serv e 20 million meals a y ear. 
He can get a 50 per cent re­ 
du ction on the price of a bu s or 
su bw ay ticket, also thanks to gov ­ 
ernm ent su bsidies 
He can get im portant discou nts 
at theaters, mu seu ms, concerts, 
operas, 
and 
cabarets 
and 
can 
sign u p for v acation trips (An ex ­ 
am ple: 
an eight-day ski trip in 
the A u stra n Alps for $30 ). 
The u niv ersity also prov ides a 
room ing serv ice and finds rooms 
for 
stu dents 
at 
modest 
prices 
ranging from $16 to $40 a m onth. 
Thu s, the stu dent’s card is an 
open sesam e to liv ing in P aris 
on a slim bu dget. 
Too 
m any 
so-called 
stu dents, 
it is felt, take ou t cards withou t 
any intention of attending classes, 
working tow ard a degree, or pass­ 
ing ex am s. 
U niv ersity officials admit that 
it » pra ctica lly impo ssible »o 


catch first-y ear stu dents at the 
game. Classroom s are notoriou sly 
ov ercrowded 
and 
teachers 
en­ 
cou rage stu dents not to attend, 
so that no checks are made. 
The 
periodic 
tests 
can 
be 
skipped withou t any sanctions be­ 
ing taken, and the final ex am can 
be kissed off with a note to the 
secretary of the u niv ersity that 
sickness prev ented attendance. 
For second-y ear stu dents, how­ 
ev er. there are first-y ear schol­ 
astic records. And those who re­ 
peatedly flu nk their ex am s are 
barred from stu dent facilities. 
One U niv ersity official gav e the 
ex am ple of three Post Office em ­ 
ploy ees 
who 
worked 
near 
a 
stu dent restau rant and as law stu ­ 
dents obtained lu nch there. When 
after sev eral y ears it was noticed 
they were still first-y ear stu dents 
their cards w ere rev oked. 
Foreign stu dents are harder to 
catch, for m any simply attend 
classes withou t the intention of 
passing ex am s. Officials also tend 
to be more tolerant tow ard foreign 
stu dents. “ They are here to learn 
French.’’ one 
said. 
“ And 
they 
can probably do that ju st as well 
in the cafes w here they spend 
mast of their tim e.” 
Arou nd the Latin Q u arter there 
are legendary figu res who claim 
to hav e been liv ing in Paris as 
stu dents since they arriv ed here 
on the G.I. Bill at the end of 
World War II. They hav e their 
card to prov e it and claim they 
don’t ev en know where the Sor­ 
bonne is. 
Bu t 
starting 
wnth 
the 
nex t 
school y ear, the U niv ersity of P ar­ 
is will make the following cate­ 
gories of stu dents ineligible for 
stu dent benefits: 
Those who enroll for only part 
of the school y ear or for su m m er 
cou rses and certain categories of 
foreign stu dents not working to­ 
ward a specific degree. In addi­ 
tion, the age lim it will be strict­ 
ly enforced—any one ov er the age 
of 30 or 35 for those preparing 
their doctorates will not be en­ 
titled to stu dent benefits. 


There was no clam or in the 
New York press or in Congress 
when Udall and the President ap­ 
pointed to all the im portant posts 
in 
the 
Interior 
D epartm ent 
in­ 
div idu als whose records indicate 
they are intent u pon a m am m oth 
monopoly in the generation and 
distribu tion of the nation’s m ost 
im portant and v ital indu stry , elec­ 
tric power. 


Here is the declared intention 
of this 
bu reau cracy , 
stated 
by 
Kenneth Holu m, assistant secre­ 
tary of the interior, in a speech 
in Tex as on April 25; 


“ Within 10 weeks after taking 
office President Kennedy recom ­ 
mended to Congress that the hu ge 
new atom ic reactor at Hanford, 
Wash , be conv erted to a du al- 
pu rpose plant with a power pro­ 
du ction capacity of 7 00,000 kilo­ 
watts. . . the largest power pro­ 
du cing atom ic 
reactor 
in 
the 
world. . . . 


“ President 
Kennedy 
has 
de­ 
clared it is his policy , and Sec­ 
retary Udall has reiterated it on 
sev eral occasions, to prov ide lead­ 
ership directed to the dev elopm ent 
of a nationwide high v oltage com ­ 
mon c arrier transm ission grid .” 


THIS MEANS simply that the 
power produ ced by all the fed­ 
eral dam s in the Northwest, in 
Rocky Mou ntain states, the Mis­ 
sou ri Valley , the Sou thwest Pow er 
Adm inistration, the TVA, and oth­ 
er areas wou ld be carried ov er 
a giant, monopolistic federal sy s­ 
tem of transm ission lines. 


In ou r present civ ilization elec­ 
tric power is the v ital link u pon 
which not only all indiv idu al en­ 
terprise 
m u st depend bu t u pon 
which ev ery indiv idu al and fam ­ 
ily m u st rely . 


This wou ld mean the key to a 
socialist economy . This idea has 
been the dream of ev ery socialist 
in and ou t of gov ernm ent, for 
m ore than a generation. 


Only the press and the Congress 
can 
make 
this 
grand 
design 
known to the pu blic. Bu t it is 
forgotten while we are kept 
am u sed by the selling of a few 
tickets to a political jam boree.

These q u estions are asked be­ 


cau se of the am azing speech ju st 


made by President Kennedy ’s ap­ 
pointee as chairm an of the Fed­ 
eral Commu nications Commission, 
Newton N. Minow. He spoke be­ 
fore the annu al conv enlion here of 
the National Association of Broad­ 
casters. 


If Mr. Minow's speech is care­ 
fu lly analy zed, it can only mean 
that broadcasting companies in 
America hereafter will be u nder 
the constant threat of gov ernment 
confiscation and 
pu nitiv e 
meas- 
su res. 


This cou ld readily lead to the 
u se of gov ernment influ ence to get 
pu blicity and fav orable treatm ent 
politicaly 
for w hatev er 
admini­ 
stration happened to be in power 
in Washington. 


Mr. Minow takes the position 
that, becau se the gov ernment is­ 
su es licenses to broadcasting sta­ 
tions. it has the right to decide 
whether a station is giv ing “good 
program s” to the pu blic. 
It’s the sam e thing, in effect, 
as say ing to a newspaper or oth­ 
er pu blication that, if it doesn’t 
prov ide 
what 
the 
gov ernment 
might set u p as the standard of 
news and featu re content, 
then 
second-class-mail priv ileges grant­ 
ed by the gov ernm ent m ay be tak­ 
en away as a pu nishment. 


There is nothing in the Consti­ 
tu tion which say s an agency of 
the federal gov ernm ent m ay tell 
any mediu m 
of commu nication 
what shall be pu blished or broad­ 
cast. 


Indeed, the Constitu tion specif­ 
ically say s 
that Congress 
shall 
make no law abridging the free­ 
dom of the press. Both radio and 
telev ision are integral parts of the 
press. 


THERE ARE. of cou rse, areas 
in which the gov ernm ent can ex ­ 
ercise su perv ision so as to av oid 
collision on wav e lengths, for ex ­ 
ample, and it can inq u ire also into 
the character and integrity of the 
applicant for a 
license or his 
sense of repsonsibility in bu siness. 
Bu t no chairm an 
of 
the 
FCC 
heretofore has claim ed the wide 
ower that Mr. Minow now claims. 
He said directly to the broadcast­ 
ing companies: 


“ As y ou know, when y ou r li­ 
cense comes u p for renewal, y ou r

“ We all know that people wou ld 
m ore often prefer to be enter­

than

formed. Bu t y ou r obligations are 
not satisfied if y ou look only to 
popu larity as a test of what to 
broadcast. 


“ You are not only in show bu si­ 
ness; y ou are free to com m u ni­ 
cate ideas as well as relax ation.

a 
wider 
range of choices, more div ersity , 
m ore alternativ es. It is not enou gh 
to cater to the nation’s w him s— 
y ou m u st also serv e the nation's 
needs. The people own the a ir.” 
Who speaks for the people? Who 
interprets their wishes or their 
“ w him s” ? The people hav e nev er 
delegated to the gov ernm ent any 
power to decide for them what 
is or is not a good program con­ 
ten* or entertainm ent content—or 
what is a satisfactory pu blication 
Can the federal gov ernm ent tell 
a new spaper it is printing too 
m any comic strips or giv ing too 
m any colu mns of space to m u rder 
trials or crim e or scandals be 
cau se all this theoretically doesn’t 
“ serv e the nation's needs” ? 


MR. MINOW makes the u su al 
disclaim er that any gov ernm ental 
censorship is intended. What the 
FCC chairm an proposes, howev er, 
is broader than censorship. 


No particu lar program or parti­ 
cu lar 
declaration 
or 
particu lar 
form of speech-making will 
be 
ordered su ppressed — th at’s “cen­ 
sorship.” Instead, a whole broad­ 
casting company wou d be su p­ 
pressed and pu t ou t of bu siness 
and its sou rce of rev enu e taken 
aw ay altogether u nless that com ­ 
pany toes the mark and conform s 
to the doctrines of the adm inistra­ 
tion which happens to hold offica 
when a broadcasting license com es 
u p for renewal. 


This is a form of dictatorship 
which it is su rprising to see ad­ 
v ocated u nder a so-called liberal 
alm inistration.
